The first annual Vulcan Bon- 
spiel, billed as "The Biggest Bonr 
spjel in the Best Small Town in 
Alberta," will offer a total of 
$3500.00 in prizes, with entries 
limited to 64 rinks. 

There will be five competitions, 
including the-grand prize Vulcan 
Electric Event, in which the first 
prize is four Model HJ-7 Frigid- 
oires. Tire other four bonspiel ev¬ 
ents are as follows: Vulcan Supply 
Event (1st prize—Four Travelling 
Bags), R. & S. Motors .Event*'(1st 
prize — Four Combination Rad¬ 
ios), Lloyd’s Jewelry Event (1st 
prize—Four 42-piece Sets Rogers 
1847 or Community Plate), and 
the Vulcan Furniture Event (1st 
prize— Four Occasional Chairs). 
Each of these competitions will be 
supported by four sets of prizes. 
All rinks reaching fours in main 
competitions will qualify for the 
round robin playoff for the grand 
prize of four Frigidaires in the 
Vulcan Electric Event. 

Entry fees are $40.00 per rink 
and must be in the hands of the 
bonspiFT secretary on or before 
Wednesday, Feb. 16, 1949. All Vul¬ 
can - rinks intending to enter this 
’spiel are requested to get their 
entries' in not later than Feb. 10th, 
to facilitate the work of handling 
the 'spiel.

The Vulcan Municipal Hospital 
Is the first hospital in the pro¬ 
vince to be declared eligible for 
a grant under the federal govrn- 
ment’s program to encourage hos¬ 
pital construction In Canada the 
minister of National Health and 
Welfare, Hon. Paifl Martin, said 
at Ottawa on Jan. 28. 

This project was recommended 
by Hon. W. W. Cross, Alberta’s 
minister of health, Mr. Martin said, 
and notice of the federal govern¬ 
ment’s approval has already been 
forwarded to him. 

The federal grant is based on 
$1,000 per bed and is at least mat¬ 
ched by the provincial authorities. 

Under the building- plan pro¬ 
posed, the Vulcan hospital will 
have its bed capacity doubled and 
will also add an incubator room, 
separate maternity wing and of¬ 
fices. Total cost is estimated at 
$96,200.00 including equipment. 
The hospital, whieh operates un¬ 
der the Municipal Hospitals Act 
of Alberta, serves 23 townships 
having an estimated population of 
4,500. 

Under the national health plan 
announced last May the federal 
government allots $13,000,000 an¬ 
nually to encourage hospital con¬ 
struction in Canada, with Alber¬ 
ta's share ibeing more than $850, 
000, Mr. Martin stated. 

Construction work on the local 
hospital project started last fall 
with the basement excavation be¬ 
ing completed before cold weather 
set In. Shoquist Construction of 
Lethbridge has the contract and 
work will be resumed as soon as 
weather permits.

. Many experienced observers have been predicting 
a Communist ’’Peace Offensive” for some time. 
They hove based their prognostications on portents 
which include the Presidential elections in the Unit¬ 
ed States and subsequent events and changes of per¬ 
sonnel in key posts in the administration in that 
country ns well as .relatively minor incidents else¬ 
where, ana ebove all on a comprehensive knowledge 
of the basic strategy underlying Communist and 
Fascist endeavour to achieve world domination. 

Ilecen; declarations of Communist leaders in 
France and .elsewhere tend to support the’view that 
such a peace offensive is now in the initial stages 
■of propagation, and at once all of us in opposition 
t6 Communism as presently practised in those 
countries embracing that faith, are asking ourselves 
if the overtures to be made will be sincere and 
hold hope for real and permanent peace. ‘ 

The lessons of the past shoula provide a guide 
for the* luture. Let us then examine the record 
written in the history of the totalitarian states 
through the years, modern excerpts trom which 
are the deliberately broken solemn pledges, the 
perversion of fact, the subversion of authority by 
criminal methods and the crude villification of 
western statesmen, so characteristic of Communist 
Russia, Nazi Germany and Fascist Italy, as well as 
the Kaisers' regime in Germany. All evidence points 
to the active support of the thesis that the end 
justifies the means, whatever the end, whatever the 
means. 

Twice in the quarter century lying between 1914 
and 1939 wc were the victims of our own Christ¬ 
ian ethics, in that we trusted others to keep agree¬ 
ments arid promises as we would have kept them. 
Twice we suffered the effects of our own weakness, 
arid atl humanity, suffered with us. Again, the les¬ 
sons of the mast should provide a guide for the fut¬ 
ure. > ) 

Continuous and lasting peace is our mo^j cherish¬ 
ed hope end would be humanity's greatest achieve¬ 
ment, briT in this materialistic world it cannot be- 
attained without payment. What price should we 
pay? Wo know that the price car be too high; it 
will be too high if it mortgages 'he freedom and 
well being of future generations. That was the 
price we paid in 1918.

science cannot achieve wonders unless the people 
themselves make use of the proven disease pre- 
ventatives which have resulted from medical re¬

And, in Canada, there is such an organization— 
the Health League of Canada, a voluntary organi¬ 
zation which since 1919 has been devoted to a 
program of health education, particularly in the 
field of disease prevention, and to the support of 
the official departments of health 

One of the means used ’by the Health League to 
awaken the public to a realization of the value 
of health and the appalling costs of sickness, much 
of which is preventable, and untimely death, is 
sponsorship of NATIONAL HEALTH WEEK. The 
1949—"fifth annual—observance of this major health 
eduction project is scheduled for January 30th to 
February 5th. 

In broad the aims of the Health League—which

No Famine in 1949; 
But No Feast Either 


Barring climatic calamity and in 
spite of currency difficulties, dis¬ 
tribution and production problems, 
that result in local food scarcities 
in the midst of world near abun¬ 
dance, famine can be avoided dui- 
ing the next few years, Dr. G. S. H.

'Dr. Barton said that as a result 
of the 1948 harvests essential basic 
foods for human consumption are 
in sufficient supply, for the first 
time since the war, to permit fhe 
removal of some of the most 
serious restrictions. 

Referring to the dollar 'crisis, 
Dr. Barton pointed out that 
‘‘production foT export may take 
place in any country without 
previous actual assurance of mark¬ 
ets in other countries, but it can- - 
not be encouraged or expected in 
products for which access to such 
other countries is controlled by 
the supplies of similar products in 
a competitive country. The net re¬ 
sult in a country like Canada, 
whose products may be so affected, 
may well be that neither full pro¬ 
duction nor complete distribution 
can be contemplated." 

Concerning the more distant 
future, Dr. Barton said there vyere 
two disturbing imponderables. One 
was the "rising tide of world pop¬ 
ulation” and the other was, from 
where was the food to come with 
which to feed that rising tide. He 
quoted Julian Huxley, British 
scientist and recently retired Dir¬ 
ector- General of UNESCO, as say¬ 
ing that "the world's population 
increase is a greater threat to our 
• civilization than war.'. 

According to F.A.O. statistics, to 
provide food sufficient to main¬ 
tain health standards for the est¬ 
imated world population in 1960, 
overall food production will have 
to be increased by 25 per cent over

About eight per cent of the 
world's surface ir arable land, but 
that is now largely in production 
and tii ‘re are no other areas of 
sufficient size to make any appre¬ 
ciable improvement in food pro¬ 
duction figures posible, exeept 
forest and other heavily-vegetat¬ 
ed land. 

Thus, said Dr. Barton, short of 
scientific miracles, there are only 
three ways in which we can im- 
prow our food' supplies position: 
by paying more attension to soil 
conservation,, by rutting down 
waste the world wastes 30,000 
tons of bread grains a year alone 
—and by a more intensive and 
careful use of the fish from the 
sea and fresh waters.

Bank of Commerce, Vulcan, to scare the temporary loan of $35,000.00. 
Sale of the debehture was effected during the year 1948 at a price of 
$97.57. The proceeds of this sale have not been received at this date, 
and are shown under Current Assets on the above mentioned Balance 
Sheet. 

Revenue Surplus Account has been credited with the sum of 
$3,706.02, being the amount of the 1946 and 1917 Expenditures on ac¬ 
count of the well drilling and'organization incidental to the formation 
of the project. 1948 Expenditures on this account were $37,228.75 which 
represents: Material stock piled $32,698.12: Interest on temporary loan 
$496.23; and organization $4,034.40. The total amount of^Expenditures 
on account of the Water Supply System ($40,934.77) is shown in the 
Revenue Fund Assets as being due from Water System Balance Sheet.

Degrading of 
Red Bobs 

Dr.’ A. G. McCalla, Department 
of Plant Science, University of 
Alberta, believes that degrading 
Red Bobs wheat will have no ap¬ 
preciable effect on the major pro- 
. blem of the quality of Canada’s 
export wheat. He reviews the sub¬ 
ject in the recent issue of theUn- 
iversity Press Bulletin. 

In that article Dr. McCalla 
pointsout that the whole question 
is a problem of regions. He says, 
“If It is necessary to degrade Red 
Bobs wheat because its quality is 
too low, then it is much more 
necessary to revise the Canada 
Grain Act so that the low quality 
wheat produced every year in 
northern areas does not get into 
top export grades.” 

The average protein content of 
Western Canadian Wheat over the 
past 20 years is 13.6 per cent, says 
Dr. McCalla. The wheat grown in 
zones 1 and 2 of Alberta (south¬ 
ern prairies) averages, over a long 
period, about 14.4 per cent protein. 
Thus the prairies of Alberta pro¬ 
duce wheat that, on the average, 
is about 8 per cent higher in pro¬ 


tein content than the average for 
the whole of Western Canada. 

Red Bobs wheat is grown in all 
zones. Wherever grown, it averag¬ 
es about .8 of 1 per cent less than 
Marquis in protein content. Thus 
Red Bobs grown on the prairies 
will have as high a protein con¬ 
tent as the average for all var¬ 
ieties grown in Western Canada. 
Red Bobs, grown in zone 3 of Al¬ 
berta where it is very common, 
will have a protein content that 
is definitely higher than the aver¬ 
age for all wheat grown is zone 4. 

Says Dr. McCalla: 

"When we exclude all Red Bobs 
from grades higher than 3 north¬ 
ern we will exclude less than 20% 
of -the wheat now grown, because 
on the average considerable of the 
Red Bohs now grades 3 northern 
or lower. This is one fifth of the 
wheat and this one fifth is 1 per 
cent, lower in protein than the av¬ 
erage. Its exclusion may, there¬ 
fore, raise the. average protein 
content of all Alberta wheat by 
one fifth of 1 per cent. This is the 
maximum increase that can be ex¬ 
pected. On the basis of all wheat 
exported from Western Canada 
the effect will be less than one- 
tenth of 1 per cent. ” —Wheat 
Pool Budget.
